JPire at Indianapolis. 


Indianàpoijìs, Ind., March 18.—Late 
yesterday afternoon a'fire brokq pilt in 
the large establishment of the Boweh- 
Merrill company and the stock of books 
and stationary was consumed and tìie 
building wrecked. 


At 5:30 o'clock this loss of more than 
$150,000, on building and stock, was fol- 
lowed by the falling in of the rotìf, 
which carried down more than twenty 
persons, including those who were work- 
ing on tìie various floors. The firo at 
this hour had been driven to a corner 
between the ceiling of the fourth story 
and the cornice. Parts of the fire com- 
panies were on the roof working their 
way down to the fire. The roof seemed 
sound and the walls substantial, but 
suddenly the walls yielded. 


A man threw up his arms and sank 
into the seething ruins below. Another 
man dropped, and then the whole rear 
roof, with fifteen men on it, fell into the 
top floor where the fire was raging. 


Four men .were on the upper floor un- 
der the roof. 
These were crushed be- 
neath the grinding timbers and all the 
men hurled through the falling floor be 
neath, which gave way beneath the 
weight of the mass. 


Immediately the work of rescuing the 
living and extricating the dead was be- 
gun by at least five hundred volunteers, 
in addition to the uninjured firemen 
and members of the police force. At 
times their ears would be greeted by the 
groans of the wounded underneath the 
ruins, and the work of rescuing was 
kept up all night. 


The Bowen-Merrill company carried 
a stdck valued at $125,000, on whioh 
there was an insm-ance of $70,000. The 
building was owned by Silas T. Bowen, 
and the loss on that will be $30,000. 
H. P. Wasson, dry goods, lost $10,000 
by smoke and water, and Byram & Sul- 
livan, dry goods, half that amount. 
Several smaller stocks are badly dam- 
aged.

The list of dead has not been changed 
since last night. Up to noon to-day 
eight dead bodies have been taken out 
and two more have been found, but 
have not yet been unloosed from their 
pinions. The one body taken out this 
morning was that of Tony Voltz, of 
hook and ladder company No. 2. Henry 
Woodruff and Espy Stormer, pipemen, 
are missing, and they are pupposed to 
be the men whose bodies have been 
reached. 


It is feared that there are some citi- 
zens under the ruins as there were 
several young men on the roof of the 
building just 
before it went down. 
Altogether 29 persons have been taken 
out of the ruins, at least half of those 
taken out alive are dangerously hurt, 
and tyo of them are not expected to live 
this morning. 


Thomas Dillon, superintendent of the 
Brush electric light ccyppuiy, said Will- 
iaan liong had a miraculous escape, 
^ e y were on tiie roof of the'burning 
building cutting the electric wires when 
the crash came. By quick jumping 
both succeeded in re^hing«n adjoining 
TODf and escaped injury; 


A fund has already been started for 
the relief of the injured firemen and the 
families of the dead ^ d injured. ~ It 
has already reached the total of $2,000. 
Mayor Sullivan has issued a proclama- 
tion calling for subscriptions. 


The coroner has been investigating 
and will hold an inquest to-day. 


"Wells" Bobinson, who was rescued 
with a badly cut and bruised leg, gave 
the following account of the disaster: 
"I was working in the cellar when the 
crash came, and I was knocked down 
and must have lost con^ioii^ness for a 
moment. Wheh I recovered I found 
^ t a piece of timber had lodged across 
jn^jir leg and held me fast. Espy Stormer 
I'could hear callingflor help about ten 
feet away. 
He was in a voràe place 
than I was, and he became quiet after a 
time. 
X stnige^ed hard to get free, as it 
WM tenribly hot «id the buzning tlinb«m 


wère arotmd ihe. t jerked ihy leg free 
¿t last, aiid crawled out beiween the 
wall and thé rriins." 


it was reported that thrfee little news- 
boys had been standing very near the 
wall which collasped, watching the 
actions of the firemen; If this is so 
there is little hope of them being taken 
out alive. 


Fire Chief Daugherty is being veiy 
severly criticised for ordering the fire- 
men on to the building when it was in 
such an unsafe condition. Five minutes 
before the crash came the firemen were 
warned by citizeiiB to leaVethe buildings 
but the wamiiig was unheeded. 


It will take fully twenty-four hours to 
remove all the debris and until that is 
done there is no estimating how many lost 
their lives. The firemen who escaped 
think it is possible that there may be 
several more bodies in the cellar as a 
few minutes before the crash came sev- 
eral men were in the rear floor room of 
the building attempting to get out 
some of the firm's books that had not 
been burned. 


Peobia, hi., March 18.r-For a third 
time within a year the large dry goods 
establishment of Pardee^ Mills & Co» is 
visited by flames. A little after one 
o'clock this morning this mammoth dry 
goods store was discovered to be on fire, 
and despite the efforts of the entire fire 
department to save it, the large stone 
front four story building was completely 
gutted. 
Only yesterday this firm gave 
a grajid spring opening and a large and 
magnificent stock was displayed to the 
public. 
Loss on sfcock, $60,000; on 
building, not given'; insurance on stock, 
$110,000.

It is reported to-day that the emperor 
proposes to appoint General Von Cai- 
privi, whois now commander of the 
Tenth army corps, to the chancellor- 
ship. 


When the public worship estimate 
came up for discussion in the lower house 
of the Prussian diet to-day, Dr. Wind- 
thorst said it had been his intention to 
review the position of Catholics in Prus- 
sia, but that he would desist on account 
of the political situation. 


All the members of the Prussian min- 
istry resigned at. the same; time that 
Prince Bismarck tendered his resigna- 
tion.

Over 2,300,000 unclaimed letters were 
sent to the dead-letter office last year 
and 
Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker 
has set about to reduce the number to a 
minimum. 


Postmastmaster 
Ceil Higgins says 
that as an evidence of careiessness in 
addressing letters, it is found that near- 
ly 10 per cent, of the matter that reaches 
the dead-letter office is sent there as mis- 
directed or deficient in address, the 
writer having directed the letter to a 
postoffice not existing in the state 
name J, or has failed to complete the ad- 
dress, so that the postal officials cannot 
give even a remote guess where it was 
intended to go; and it should be borne 
in mind that only such letters as .are 
mailed without the card of the writer 
upon the envelope reach the dead-letter 
office. No statistics are furnished for 
the large number deposited bearing the 
card of the writer. 


Another universal cause for non-de- 
livery is stated to be that people resid- 
ing in larger cities, where the carrier 
service is in force, frequently change 
their residence and leave no new address 
to which matter can be taken for delivery, 
thus requiring matter that ought to be 
delivered by the carrier to be placed in 
the general delivery to await call for the 
same. 


Mr. Higgins has, at the solicitation of 
the postmaster-general, submitted his 
opinion as to the cause of such an ac- 
cumulation for the dead letter office. 
He says: 


"Want of effort on the part of car- 
riers to trace addresses and changing 
residence without giving carriers an 
order to change a d d r ^ is the cause. 
The "remedy is close supervision of car- 
riers by postmasters and the superin- 
tendents of carriers." 


"Why, you have no idea," said he to 
a SENTINEL reporter, "what a sea of 
perplexity we are plunged into over 
letters of this charactet." 


He then conducted the reporter to a 
department where hundreds of letters 
were stacked away that will never reach 
those for whom they were intended.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 18.—Lato 


yesterday afternoon a fire broke out in 
tho large establishment of the Boweu- 
Merrill company and the stock of books 
and stationary was consumed and the 
building wrecked. 


At 5:30 o'clock this loss of more than 


8150,000, on building and stock, was fol- 
lowed by the falling in of the roof, 
whioli carried down moro than twenjy 
persons, including those who were work- 
ing on the various floors. The firo at 
this hour had been driven to a corner 
between the ceiling of tho fourth story 
and the cornice. Parts of tho fire com- 
panies were on tho roof working their 
way down to the fire. The roof seemed 
sound and the walls substantial, but 
suddenly the walls yielded. 


A man threw up his arms and sank 


into the seething ruins below. Another 
man dropped, and then the whole rear 
roof, with fifteen men on it, fell into tho 
top floor where tho firo was raging. 


Four men were on the upper floor un- 


der the roof. 
These were crushed be- 


neath the grinding timbers and all tho 
men hurled through the falling floor be- 
neath, which gave way beneath the 
weight of the mass. 


Immediately the work of rescuing the 


living and extricating the dead was be- 
gun by at least five hundred volunteers, 
in addition to the uninjured firemen 
and members of the police force. At 
times their ears would be greeted by the 
groans of the wounded underneath the 
ruins, and the work of rescuing was 
kept up all night. 


The Bowen-Merrill company carried 


a stdck valued at $125,000, on which 
there was an insurance of §70,000. The 
building was owned by Silas T. Bowen, 
and the loss on that will bo §30,000. 
H. P. Wassou, dry goods, lost 810,000 
by smoke and water, and Byram & Sul- 
livan, dry goods, half that amount. 


but tho warning was unheeded. 


It will take fully twenty-four hours to 


remove all the debris and until that is 
done there is no estimating how many lost 
their lives. Tho firemen who escaped 
think it is possible that there may be 
several more bodies in the cellar as a 
few minutes before-the crash came sev- 
eral men were in the rear floor room of 
tho building attempting to get out 
somo of the firm's books that had not 
been burned.

Henry 
Woodruff and Espy Stormer, pipemen, 
are missing, and they are supposed to 
be tho men whoso bodies have been 
reached. 


It is feared that there are some citi- 


zens under tho ruins as there were 
several young men on tho roof of the 
building just before it wont down. 
Altogether 29 persons have been taken 
out of the ruins, at least half of those 
taken out alivo ore dangerously hurt, 
and two of them are not expected to live 
thjs morning. 


Thomas Dillon, superintendent of the 


Brash electric light eqmpany, and Will- 
iam "Long had a miraculous escape. 
They were on the roof of tho 'burning 
building cutting the electric wires when 
tho crash came. By quick jumping 
both succeeded in reachiug-an adjoining 
roof and escaped injury. 


A fund has already been started for 


tho relief of tho injured firemen and the 
families of tho dead and injured. 
It 


has already reached tho total of 82,000. 
Mayor Sullivan has issued a proclama- 
tion calling for subscriptions. 


Tho coroner has been investigating 


and will hold an inquest to-day. 


"Wells" Robinson, who was rescued 


with a badly cut and bruised leg, gave 
tho following account of tho disaster: 
"I was working in tho cellar when tho 
crash came, and I was knocked down 
and must have lost consciousness for a 
moment.

proposes to appoint General Von Cai- 
privi, who is now commander of the 
Tentli army corps, to the chancellor- 
ship.
